, THE ALTERNATIVE. 
In connexion with the benevolent efforts and 
brightening prospects ofthe church, there are some 
considerations of a peculiarly awful and threatening 
character. The tokens of the divine presence and 
glory are a pillar of light and joy to the friends of 
God, but of seven-fold darkness aud terror to his en- 
emies. They also discriminate between his active 
and devoted friends, and those who are lukewarm 
and indolent, The Jatter,though they may be sav- 
ed as by fire at the last, are dragging down temporal 
judgments on themselves and their posterity. In 
short, there never was a time since the world was 
made, when the word and providence of God so 
loudly called upon his friends to show themselves on 
his side; and when they who were neither for him 
nor against him were so odious in his sight. If 
the precious are ever to be separated from the vile 
in this life, or the children of light are ever to be- 
come the salt ofthe earth and the light of the world, 
it must be when many run to and fro and knowledge 
ia increased; when the spirit of Christ is entering 
into his chureh, and his church is blessing the world 
with gospel light. It is now that men must take 
their sides, They must feel, and act, and pray, as 
“friends ofthe Redeemer and friends of man,” or 
that which would have been a peculiar blessing will 
become an eminent curse. We must share in the 
labors and toils of the Redeemer and his church, 
or be excluded from the joy of victory, and feel the 
scourge of his indignation. It is our deliberate and 
solemn conviction, that Christian nations, individu- 
al churches, ministers of the gospel, and private 
professors, must either engage with tenfold devoted- 
ness in the glorious cause of the gospel, or suffer 
such divine rebukes as would make every ear tingle 
to hear of them. ‘This position we will attempt to 
establish from scripture, from recorded fucts, and 
from the reasonableness of such a proceeding on the 
part of the universal King. 
1. This sentiment is manifestly contained in the 
scriptures. Ina glowing prediction of the Messiah’s 
coming and kingdom, Isaiah describes him as a war- 
rior, going forth for the salvation of his people and 
the destruction of his enemies. In that connexion 
he puts into his lips these memorable words, For 
the day of vengeance isin my heart, and the year 
of my redeemed is come, ‘This is a day of ven- 
geance on all his opposers, on all who obey not his 
gospel, on all who do not willingly enlist in his ser- 
vice and fight under his banner. In his own ac- 
count of the reception of his gospel, he declares, 
And I say unto you that many shall come from the 
east and west, and shall sit down with Abraham, 
and Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven; 
but the children of the kingdom shall be cast out into 
outer darkness: there shall be weeping and gnashing 
of teeth. ‘The children of the kingdom at that time 
were the Jews, the descendants of Abraham, to 
whom the word of God and the Redeemer came; 
but who were slothful servants, unbelievers, and 
cumberers of the ground. When they correctly 
expounded his parable of the householder and his 
tenants, and unwittingly passed judgment on their 
own souls, he applied it to them in this tremendous 
manner; Therefore I say unto you, The kingdom of 
God shall be taken from you, the gospel and all the 
blessings of adoption, and be given to a nation bring- 
ing forth the fruits thereof. We see here, and may 
see in many parts of the Bible, that promises of 
mercy to those who are not his people, are intim- 
ately connected with theratenings towards those 
who have enjoyed the gospel but have not borne 
its benevolent and holy fruits. And we need not 
prove from the same Bible, that both the promises 
and the threatenines were simultaneously fulfilled, 
But it becomes us to inquire, Who are “ the chil- 
dren of the kingdom” now? The unbelieving rem- 
nant of the Jews themselves, as well as the whole 
worldof Heathens,are to “obtain mercy.” We,dwell- 
ers in Christian lands,who are nurtured in the bosom 
ofthe church, are the children of the kingdom, and 
the warning is now addressed to us, God grant, 
that we may not be barren and unfruitful in the 
Lord’s vineyard, until vengeance comes upon us to 
the uttermest, 

2. The language of facts, inall ages, corresponds 
with the language of revelation, God has taken 
lis abused gospel away, and removed one candle- 
stick after another out of its place, because men did 
not bring him glory by loving and obeying it. He 
has blown upon their worldly possessions, when 
they did not render him a spiritual sacrifice, or la- 
bor in building his spiritual temple. He has sent 
them a famine of hearing the word of the Lord, 
when they were themselves full, but did not draw 
out their heart to the hungry soul, ‘The very mer- 
cy which came down upon the Gentile world, was 
at the expense of the unfruitful Jews, who are not 
aller eighteen centuries redeemed from the curse. 


guage of Jehovah’s providence in all these dispen- 
sations? Does ie not call upon us, now he is a- 
bout to fill the earth with his glory, to throw our 
whole souls, with all our talents and treasures, into 
his service; and secure for ourselves and our chil- 
dren the double blessedness of those who water 





others, and are themselves equally watered? Does 
he not warn us, that it is eminently criminal and 
dangerous to be selfish and indolent, as the millen- 
nial glory draws near? 

8. This mode of proceeding is reasonable. Men 
every where act on the principle, that favors receiv- 
ed confer an obligation; and that favors continually 
ill-requited should be taken away. Every man’s 
conscience demands his possessions and his all for 
Christ, whose love to him was stronger than death. 
And no man is so irrational as todeny, that we ought 
to have merey on others, even as we have received 
merey, even as Christ loved us, and gave himself for 
us. And when the means of giving salvation to thou- 
sands are in our power, and we do not deliver them 
from death, it is but right that such ungrateful and 
unfeeling conduct should be met with the displea- 
sure of heaven. It is right that all the ransomed 
children of God should aid in the conversion of the 
world, or forfeit the privileges of children and suffer 
the doom of the unprofitable servant. 

But we believe it is capable of demonstration, 
that the professed Christians of America have yet 
done less than the fiftieth part of what they could 
do for the salvation of the world; and that their 
compassion and their faith are no more elevated 
than their actions. Self-denial and sacrifices in this 





cause are almost unknown. ‘The persons who la- 
bor, or give, or pray, are but a very small propor- 
tion of the whole number who sit at the Lord’s ta- | 
ble and are called by his name. Wile the efforts 
of the most liberal are so feeble and inconstant, a 
vast multitude of ourchurch-member scarcely know 
or care whether there be a missionary association in 
existence, or whether there be any heathen that are 
perishing for lack of vision. We feel justified there- | 
fore in appealing to the professed people of God, as | 
Mordecai did to Esther in a time of peril when a 





great deliverance from God was needful: Think | 
not with yourselves that yewill escape in the king’s | 
house more than ail the peyple. For if ye altogeth- 
er hold your peace at this time, then shall enlarge- 
ment and deliverance arise to the heathen from anoth- 
er place; but you and your houses will be destroyed. 
If the evil come not in your own day, it may over- 
take your children; and then this land of Immanu- 
el, which has been as the garden of God, and which 
our fathers left us as a heritage of God’s chosen, 
shall become a moral desart, and smoke with the 
incense of heathen altars. Oh who can endure the 
thought, that his posterity shall do sacrifice to dev-

ils in this land of the pilgrims, and the fairest spot 
onearth be again covered with the shades of moral 
death? Let us then fear, lest the curse of barren- 
ness come on our Own souls, and families, and 
churches, while the glorious Redeemer is riling 
forth to universal conquest. Let us enter into his 
service with all our hearts, with that elevated de- 
votedness which belongs to this glorious day. Itis, 
beloved brethren, our distinguished honor and bles- 
sedness, not only that our poor names are written 
in heaven, but that we are come to the kinedom for 
such a time as this.

distinguished piety and devotedness of some of the 
ablest ministers in the American church. For a 
considerable time, it i: believed, there was scarcely 
a prayerless apartinent in the whole college edifice, | 
A report of this revival was made to the trustees | 
of the college, in the spring of 1815; and by their | 
order printed and widely distributed. In assigning | 
the instrumental causes of this revival, it is said— 
* Four such causes appear to have had a manifest 
agency. 

1. And chiefly, the study of the Holy Scriptures;* 
accompanied witli comments on the portion read, 
and a practical application of- the leading truths 
contained init. God has remarkably honored and 
blessed his own word. Strange as it may seem, 
this etudy of the Bible has alwaye been a favorite

to understand its contents? We shuld be greatly 
obliged to such of our corresponleds as are con- 
versant with the detail of college/egulations and 
statutes, to point out in what manir this lamenta- 
ble defect, whieh we apprehend |s peculiar to our 
English Universities, may be supped.” 

On reading this article in the Chistian Observer, 
a hope was indulged that the stdy of the Bible 
might be introduced into the Engsh Universities. 
It is feared, however, that this bpe bas not yet 
been realized. But with some epectation that a 
practice so manifestly salutary mght become gen- 
eral in the American Colleges, an extended note 
was appended to a baccalaureat dscourse, pub- 
lished in a volume of my sermoss, jinted in 1822, 
—The note concluded thus. “ h wlat the author 
has here said on the study of the H¢y Seriptures, 
he has not been proposing a mee spéulation, or an 
untried and uncertain theory. He bs stated what 
he has, for himself, made a matter)! experiment, 
the good effects of which he has se, and in which 
he hopes to rejoice in the most sole crisis of his 
existence. He here bears his #timony to the 
practical efficacy and manifest utily of this plan, 
of mingling the study of the anerg Seriptures with 
all the other studies of a litera’ institution, and 
with the utmost deference he earstly recommends 
the serious consideration of it, tall who have the 


administrator leads him over all the ordinary topics 
of prayer, and thus distracts his attention, by pre 
senting to his mind a variety of very different sub- 
jects of thought, however interesting in themselves 
they may be. ‘The objection then to the practice in 
question is, that by dividing the mind, it prevents 
the good effects which that solemn service is intend- 
ed to produce, 

It is sometimes urged in support of this practice, 
that it is peculiarly proper when we are in the en- 
joymentof our highest privileges, to remember those 
who are less distinguished than ourselves. _ It is in- 
deed our indispensable duty to pray for our fellow- 
men and for the prosperity and glory of the church. 
But “to every thing there isa season, and a time 
for every purpose under the sun.” Our Saviour 
prayed tor his disciples and for the world, but not 
when he ‘ took bread and blessed it,” and | can see 
no greater propriety in introduciiig into the very 
midst of the sacramental service, prayer for thecon- 
version of the heathen, as for revivals of religion, 
or any other object, however interesting in itself, 
‘after his example,” than there would bein saying, 
“when the supper was ended, they sang an hymn; 
in imitation of which example, Let us pray.” 

The alteration, then, which | would suggest is 
briefly this: that there be nothing in the mode of 
administering the ordinance which shall tend to di- 
vert the thoughts from its specifie object. In other 
words, that every thing be excluded, which Christ 
himself did not think proper to introduce. But that 
after the ceremony is finished, as it may reasonably 
be expected that Christians will then be ina prop- 
er frame to address a throne of grace, an appropri- 
ate prayer be offered in behalf of the general ob- 
jectsof Christian benevolence, the children of the 
church, and whatever else may be considered as 
a oe subjects of prayer. ;

5. Consideration. Our ability to send the gos- 
pel to nations abroad necessarily depend upon the 
degree of influence which it has upon our citizens 
at home. Much as 1 feel the importance of new 
and more efficient efforts to disseminate the gospet 
among Our Own countrymen, | am far from believ- 
ing that we have nothing to do for the evangelizing 
of other nations. Nor do I think the part which 
we are under obligation to sustain in this glorious 
work is small or unimportant. Nor do I believe 
that we ought to wait until all the inhabitants of 
our OWn country are converted to the faith of Je- 
sus, before we attempt to proclaim his name to the 
heathen. Nor have | any apprehension that the 
eflorts which American Christians are disposed to 
make for this object will exceed either their duty or 
their means, In the worldly prosperity with which 
they-are now blessed, and in the enjoyment of re- 
ligious a superior to those of any other na- 
tion, it is doubtless meet that they should be for- 
ward in an ys ape 80 Denevolent and glorious, 
But it ought to be considered that one of the best 
means of sustaining and increasing missionary ope~ 
rations abroad, is the promotion of true religion at 
home. Let churches be planted, and watered, and 
blessed with the influence of the Holy Spirit in all 
the destitute parts of our extensive country; let 
those which are now in existence continue to in 
crease m number, in knowledge, aud in holy zeal_— 
and a host of young men will be raised up, qualified 
and disposed to bear the glad tidings of salvation 
to the heathen, a spirit of Christian liberality 
will prevail that shall east into the treasury of the 
Lord acompetency for their support, and the pray- 
ers of millions for their success will cova like 
a cloud of incense before the throne of God. New 
and more efficient plans for the dissemination of di- 
vince truth would be devised, and carried into exe- 
cution, and the voice of our own missionaries pro- 
claiming salvation for dying men would be heard 
in every heathen nation on the globe.

Th: evil to which I allude, is the practice of of- 
fering long and miscellaneous prayers, previously to 
the distribution of the bread and wine at the cele- 
bration of the Lord’s supper. After these emblems 
are prepared, the clergyman usually, alluding to

‘There is danger, as we have seen, that the flood 
of iniquity which is now deluging our country may 
vet undermine the foundation of our government,and 
sweep away our free institutions. The only hope 
which the enlightened Christian has that this will 
not be the case, is in the opposing influence of the 
gospel. But should these affecting results ever be 
realized, how very circumscribed and feeble must 
be our eflorts to carry the gospel to foreign nations.

There would be few to care for the heathen,& fewer 
still who would give them any efficient aid in ¢ b- 
taining the means of salvation, Admitting then as 
we cheerfully do, that the conversion of the world 
ought to be the ultimate object which American 
Christians have ia view, it still remains a truth that 
the conversion of their own countrymen ought 
to be their more immediate object, as the latter is 
the means by which they can the m st successfully 
operate for the accomplshment of the former. rhe 
man who first clears away the forest around his 
own dwelling adopts the most efficient means for 
changing a wilderness into a fruitful field. 


RELIGIOUS INT ELLIGENC KE. 


MISSION TO THE MARQUESAS, 
Mr. William Crook, one of the twenty-nine mis- 
sionaries composing the first expedition of the Lon- 
| don Mission to the South Sea Islands, which sailed 
from London on the 18th of August, 1796, was 
| ianded at St. Christina, one of the Marquesas Is- 
lands, in the month of June, 1797. He was kindly 











treated by the chiefs, but remained there only a 
vear. Weare not aware that any further atterapt 
was made to christianize these Islands, till the year 
1825, when three native teachers from the Society 
Islands, were accompanied thither by Mr. Crook 
(the venerable missionary above named) in the ship 
Lynx, Captain Sibrill, Afler a short residence, 
however, they all returned to the Society Islands. 

The London Evangelical Magazine for August 
gives information that on the 23d of October last, 
another expedition sailed from the Society Islands 
for the Marquesas, consisting of four native teac h- 
ers and their wives. ‘Two of them were left at an 
island of the Leeward group, and the other two, 
(Haamaino and Aru) at *t. Christina, “They 
| were all received with kindness by the natives, and 
their prospects of usefulness were considered very 
encouraging. It is supposed that before this time, 
thev have been joined by Mr. Simpson, | who “a

“Phe reason for our leaving Syria, and the cir- 
cumstances of our voyage, you will probably. learn 
from the Miss. Herald, about the time this is re- 
ceived; and [ need not therefore detail them, 
From this safe refuge from ‘Turkish despotism, and 
ecclesiastical persecution, we look back, with feel- 
ings of the deepest interest, upon the dark country 
that we have left, and we are particularly anxious 
that our friends at home, should participate in them. 
On reflecting upon the tenour of our latter com- 
munications, or, perhaps [ should say, mine , «r- 
ticularly, [ have been a little apprehensive, that 
they might appear to indicate, m1 some instances, 
despondency in the writer, and be adapted to pro- 
duce it in the reader, The production of such an 
impression has been the farthest possible from my 
intentions. I have considered, that the contempla- 
tion of ditticulties, whether they consist in dangers 
to be encountered, or ignorance and viee to be ex- 
tirpated, only provokes the Christian hero to the 
performance of more valorous deeds in his he ily war; 
and having a reluctance to indulge in anticipations 
upon paper, I have confined myself to the deserip- 
tion of facts, as they actually are.

Since the rebbery they had received a number of presents 
frém their friends, so that they were rendered comfortable, 
and, Mrs. Bb. adds, “ contented and happy.”” Sir Archibald 
had furnished them with an armed guard, so that they felt 
safe from further molestation.—[{ Waterville Intell. 

Manalming, the place of our residence, is separated from 
the Burman province of Martaban, only by a river. ‘The 
opposite vide ie the refige of robbers, who come over in 
parties, 20 or 30 im number, armed with muskets, spears, 
knives, &e. Thus equipped, they break into bouses in the 
most daring manner, seize every thing valaable, & retreat im- 
meately with their bouty to the other side, where they are 
entirely out of the British power. They have in one or two 
instances, surprized and destroyed small villages that were 
left unguarded, And in one place, they even attacked a 
guard of sepoys.

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SCOTTISH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

We have just been favored, by the directors of the Scot- 
tish Missionary Society, with a copy of the New Testa- 
ment, and of the Pentateuch, translated into the Turkish han- 
guage, by the Rev. Jolin Dickson, their missionary at As- 
trachan, and printed in that city by John Mitchell, These 
translations are in what is termed the plan Turkish idiom, 
and in executing them, it is stated that essential assistance 
was derived from the version of Hali Bey, published at Par- 
ie by professor Keiffer, under the auspices of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. 

The fact that the word of God is thus prepared in an in- 
telligible form, for the inany millions who wear the Otto- 
man yoke acquires great additional interest from the politic- 
al dangers which at this moment threaten that mighty em- 
pire. May. it not be hoped, that the events to which we refer 
are symptoms of the approaching downfall of that terrific and 
awful impostare which, for many ages, has extended ite 
baleful influence over so'large a portion of the human race ?

Last September, 1827, I spent a Sabbath ata 
small village in the state of New-York. The cler- 
gyman wasa young man who had but just been 
settled. There was a flourishing Sabbath school 
in the village, but none then in operation in other 
parts of the township. On the afternoon of the 
Sabbath, the minister went out three miles to re- 
vive an old school, and induce the people to keep it 
up all winter. On Monday | left the place, and 
heard no more until the other day, when I met the 
young clergyman, on a steam-beat, and asked him, 
** How do your Sabbath schools flourish?” “ Very 
well,” said he, * how many have you?” “ We have 
sixteen in the township, and expect they will all be 
kept in operation during the winter. We havea 
complete system of operation. First, we have a 
County Union. Second, we have a T'own Society. 
Then we have district societies, auxiliary to the 
town society. We have a sinall library in each 
school. Our libraries are procured by the town so- 
ciety, and each school receives its portion. When 
real, the books are transferred to other schools. 
So that one set of books, being divided into difivrent 
vortions, travel back and forth, fromschool to school. 

Ve have a visiting committee, with dillerent duties; 
and then I lend my aid by visiting some one of the 
schools each Sabbath, and by occaivnally preaching 
on the subject.

6. Added to all the rest, an office of registry seems also 
desirable as a En of the plan. Let every vessel belonging 
to this port at least, be visited on its arrival by some person 
appointed for that purpose, and information given to the 
crew, of the seainen’s meeting, the boardiug house, the school, 
the reading room aad library, and depository, and the names 
of all recorded in a book kept for that purpose. Let each 
seamen be requested to give notice at the register’s office of 
his departure from the place, that it may be noted on the 
book, and requested also to report himself there should he 
return, aud let this regular entry of his name be his pass- 
port to all the privileges of the establishment. Some ar- 
rangement might also be made for the accommodation of 
seamen from other places who ocoasionally visit this port. 


view for years, all his progress traced, and often satisfacto- 
ry information given to his friends, who wight otherwise have 








remained in great anxiety about him. Merchants and ship- 
maste:s would find a peculiar advantage from such a registry. 
In the velection of a crew for any particular service, and 
application at the register’s office would show what seamen 
were in port, and from an examination of several facts con- 
nected therewith, a very correct judgment might be made 
respecting the character of the person in question. 

Such is a brief outline of the plan which the Directors of 
the Seamen’s Friend Society are endeavouring to pursue, 
and which with the blessing of God, & the co-operation of an 
enlightened, benevolent, and Christian public they intend to 
accomplish. But it will be at once seen that to accomplish 
this requires much exertion and sacrifice. An object of 
such magnitude as is here comtemplated is not to be reali- 
zed in a moment, nor yet without much labor and expense. 
And can any friend to the best interests of man need urging 
to such a work as this? ~ 

We make our appeal to merchants. Let such consider 
the important bearing of oar plan on their interests, and 
were every other consideration set aside, this alone would 
have great weight. Every one must know that his interest 
will be advanced when all whom he employs are temperate 
men, sober, and well disposed. This is strikingly true as it 
regards seafaring business. It is presuned that no mer- 
chant canbe found who would not prefer on all accounts to 
employ in his vessels those seamen who were known to be 
temperate and serious minded men, rather than those of an 
opposite character. Let merchants then fel on this subject, 
and by exertions fully within their power, let them aid in 
raising the character of seamen, by assisting to bring them 
uuder the influence of moral and religious instruction. —

Thus will the maritime interests of our country be promoted, 
and a race of seamen be shortly found wise character 
shall stand as high in the community as that of any other 
class of men. Merchaats would then rest comparatively 
easy while their vessels were absent, in the full belief that 
every precaution would be taken to prevent difficulty, and 
every attention paid to business which could be expected 
from a crew of sober, temperate, and conscientious men. 

We appeal also to slifpmasters. Could the benevolent 
designs TF the Seamen’s Friend Society be fully accomplish- 
ed, the comfort and happi fshipmasters would be great- 
ly promoted. Men of experience in this profession have 
always found nneh difficulty arising from the disorderly con- 
duct of immora! and digsolute sailors. When intemperance 
and its kindred vices have the ascendancy, then insubordin- 
ation is the certain consequence, and mutinies with all their 
horrid train of evils may be Li payer But let seamen be well 
instructed, let them be trained to habits of reading & reflec- 
tion, which nay easily be effected in those who are young ; 
let them be allured from the haunts of dissipation, and find 
a quiet and peaceful home in a respectable ing-house , 
and above all the rest, let them be led to the house of God, 
and brought constantly wader the means of grace, and with 
a common blessing, which might confidently be expected, 
such a moral change would be produced as would give to 
every crew the a ofa family of brothers. Intem- 
perance, and profaneness, and gambling, and quarrelling, and 
all those vices which degrade and destroy men, would cease; 
while the commander would be regar asa father to the 
whole, whose will would be obeyed with alacrity as soon as 
it was made known. 

We would make a farther appeal to seamen themselves. 
You wish to become respectable, and desire to be received 
into the common ranks of life as others are received. It is 
a laudable desire, and with your own exertions it may be 
speedily accomplished, ‘The Christian community are pre- 
pared to respect those seamen who will themselves, & 
you ean take no course which will so readily recommend you 
to public notice as to enter heartily into the plans which are 
now devising for your good. Let it be your first object when 
you arrive in port to select « boarding-house of a good char- 
acter, where intemperance, and profanity, and gambling, and 
all other evil practices are discountenanced. From that, at- 
tend carefully the worship of God on the Sabbath, & at other 
times as you have qa Spend your leixure time while 
on shore in the school, or reading room, Select suitable books 
from the library, or get others to do this for you, and pursue 
this course steadily, and you will never want for empl yment, 
you will have the approbation of that part of community whose 
good opinion is valuable, and eventually become as much 
respected among the people as any class of the citizens. 

Finally, the Directors would appeal to the Christian com- 
munity at large. We have here 2 a few hints res- 
pecting that plan which we are laboring to accomplish.— 
We sulunit the subject to your consideration, and commend 
it to your prayers. The abundance of the seas is to be con- 
verted to Christ, and is not this the time, and these the 
means by which it is to be effected? Christian brethren, 
we respectiully svlicit, your aid in every way in which yon 
can consistently grant it. Great obstacles may arise, but 
in the strength of the Lord let us labor to surmount them, 
and never give over, until Holiness to the Lord, is writ- 
ten in prominent charactérs on all the employments of men.

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ALKOHOL AS A MEDICINE, 

Ifardent spirit be necessary to health and activity, 
how did the world get along without it for forty 
eight hundred years? How could the Roman sold- 
iery withstand the frightful onsets of Hannibal, with 
nothing to drink, stronger than vinegar and water? 
‘Take a soldier of the present day, clothe him with 
heavy Roman armour, and give him the pilum and 
short sword, weapons which, ithas been said, ‘ con- 
quered the world; and it will soon appear what 
blessings we have derived from alkohol. ‘The mod- 
ern Achilles cripples under his load, unable to raise 
from the ground the instrument with which he is 
to meet his foe. 

“But alkohol is certainly useful as a medicine, 
and it may be resorted to as an antidote to infec- 
tious diseases.” If it be a good medicine, let it be 
used Only as a medicine, What has a healthy man 
todo with medicine? Let it be kept only on the 
thelves of the apothecary. But how does it appear 
that spirit atiords security under exposure to conta- 
gion? ‘The history of certain epidemicks will show, 
that they destroy a larger proportion of tipplers, 
than of those who are temperate. ‘Two physicians 
of my acquaintance were called to practice in the 
same epidemick searlet fever. One drank spirit 
freely, the other not at all; they were equally ex- 

wsed to the contagion, and both took the disease. 
Phe drinker died, the other recovered. If youare 
exposed to the infectious air of sick rooms, take 
plain nourishing food at regular intervals, and un- 
stimulating drinks. 

* But if useless as a preventive, is not alkohol im- 
portant in the treatment of disease?” | admit that 
it is sometimes convenient, but | deny that it is es- 
sential to the practice of physic or surgery. Do we 
wish to rekindle the taper of life as it glimmers in a 
fainting fit, we have ammonia and the volatile oils, 
and what is better than every thing else, cold water, 
to be administered by affusion. Is it required to 
produce a tonick eflect in a case of long standing 
debility, the tonick roots, and barks, and woods, 
impart their invigorating properties to water or a- 
cid, Are we called upon to relieve pain, opium is 
altogether superior to alkohol. Do we need a sol- 
vent for opium, we have it in the acetous acid.— 
The black drop is one of the best solutions of opi- 
um ever invented, 

‘* But what is to be done with the medicinal re- 
sins and aromatick oils, must not they be dissolved 
in alkolhol?””? The medicinal resins do not consti- 
tute a very important class of remedies, but they 
may be given in fine power, rubbed with some inert 
friable substance, or dissolved in an essential oil, 
or made into an emulsion. The ordinary mode of 


| using them does not carry them into the stomach in 


the state of solution, as they are instantly precipita- 
ted in a flocculent form on being thrown into water, 
As for the aromatick vils, they may be given in the 
form of liquid soap, or emulsion rubbed with alkali, 
or Sugar and water, and in this way they exert their 
specifick effects. 

_ Is the physician required to prescribe a restora- 
tive; if quinine and bark, and bitters, and metallick 
tonics will not do, shall he preseribe alkohol? ‘This 
is never certain and always unsafe, inasmuch as 
there is imminent danger of # permanent relish being 
acquired for it; nor does it compare, in its restora- 
tive powers, in cases where the complaint was not 
produced or modified by the previous use of it, with 
the pure fermented and well-preserved juices of the 
grape and the apple. The factitious wines exten-
